b. The City Plan Commission, in February, 1974, rezoned nine 
contiguous parcels of gromd, bounded by Seddlemeyer, Woodside 
and Decatur Road, to a "BlB" with no intended use given, other 
than to provide an increase in the property values. There 
has been no development on any of the property since the 
rezoning case was approved. 

c. The point we are making is that there is a substantial 

amount of vacant com.mercial land available in this area, therefore, 
we see no need whatsoever for approving this petition new before 
you, and secondly we see no logic in breaking a residential 
section with additional commercial uses.

. PHYSICAL PLAN 
I„ PLAN PRINCIPLES 

1. Renewal with emphasis on adaptive reuse of existing development 
with clearance used only in cases of extreme blight, or where 
no other alternative for land assembly is possible. 

2. New development should be concentrated and diversified. 

3. Improve functional relationships between uses through filling 
existing voids with new development. 

4. Organize new parking facilities to Improve the functional 
linkages between land uses.

7. Develop the CBD Riverfront into attractive urban waterfront.
